When once an egg is broken it.is- 
eagerly devoured by all birds with- 
in sight of it and they quickly learns 
;o associate an egg with an appetiz- 
ing meal. From such a start tha 
habit develops rapidly and 
before-- 


long you will find that the birds are- 
eating the eggs about as fast as they 
are laid. 
.. 
As soon as you suspect something; 


is wrong, remove the birds that you 
think are involved so that they can 
he watched. Pay also particular at- 
tention to the arrangement and lo- 
cation of the nests. Do not have 
them located so that the birds can 
reach into them from the floor or 
from the droppings boards, for this- 
only means lhat the eggs are more- 
likely to be molested. Provide plen- 
ty of nests and do everything you 
can to prevent the eggs from being- 
broken. Where nests are closed oo- 
the three sides turn Ihe nest so that 
the open end is away from the light* 
this makes the nesl dark and is ona 
of Ihe besl means of preventing or 
of overcoming Ihe egg eating habit. 
Use plenty of chalk or porcelain 
nest eggs and gather the fresh eggs- 
as often as possible. , 


If you can secure egg shells, fee* 


hem liberally, in fact give your 
lock more than the birds can cleao. 
p and continue this feeding for al 
wst a week. If you have doubt as- 
o the feeding ralion being well bal- 
nced change il and be sure that you 
re giving plenly of meal and greeny 
ood. Remember too, that a gener- 
us litter on the floor, in which youv 
can scatter the grain, will help t» 
;eep the birds busy and so keep 
hem out of mischief.

ul check on the condilion of your 
iirds.

While feather eating is not a cosl- 


y habit with poullry because 
tha 


lealth of the birds is not affecled lo> 
any greal extent, this vice, which is 
the result of birds picking the fea- 
thers from one another, is a very 
unsightly one. The habit itself is 
more common among the 
smaller 


breeds and usually is the result of 
close confinement, poor feeding or a 
lack of good care. As a rule, where 
fowls are yarded little or no effort 
is made to induce exercise on the 
part of the birds and they 
stand 


huddled together for hours at _ a 
time. 
This congested condition 


greatly encourages them to pick at 
o n e another. 
, , , „ * . 
The male bird is usually the first 
victim, the feathers being gradually 
picked from the neck, although oth- 
er parts may be attacked. In tune 
the skin will be quite bare of plum- 
age and this condition is not im- 
proved with the coming of Ihe ten- 
der new feathers becauss these are 
greedily eaten for their meaty cou- 
lenl. 
The feather ealing habit is one 


that spreads Ihrough Ihe flock. The 
number of birds being picked 
in- 


creases and if nothing is done to 
check Ihe trouble it will become 
quite general. Once established It 
is not advisable to attempt a cure 
with ordinary stock, a belter plan be- 
ing to dispose of the enlire lot ana 
lo replace them wilh new birds.

and 12 Inches deep. .In the bottom 
of tha boxes Is placed a layer of char- 
coal, broken pots, or "clinkers'* from 
the furnace, after which soil, consist- 
ing of three parts good garden loan 
and one part well-rotted stable iza- 
nure. Is filled In to within two or three 
Inches of the top. Each box will hold 
four plants, and the check caused by 
the partial confinement of the roots 
seems to be of Talne In hastening 
turity.
